is likely to restore 


to the South her former 
position in 


public affairs, 
and 
elevate her great 


statesman 
to the controling positions 


at an early date. 
Iv the next Demo- 


cratic National 
Convention 
the rep- 


resentatives 
of the Cotton States will 


come forward with clear 
and 
decided 


views upon the leading 
questions 
of 


the day, and from states 
that 
(with 


only two exceptions) 
will 
certainly 


give 
large 
Democratic 
majorities. 


Their fellow representatives 
from the 


North willbe divided upon many im- 
portant 
questions and 
have 
diverse 


opinions upon the proper candidate to 
put in the field. 
The Northern Dem- 


ocracy will also 
be burdened* by the 


grave errors of the two last campaigns 
when tlie South stood silently by and 
suffered their Northern 
friends to de- 


stroy all chances of success. 
A united 


South then will hold the 
balance 
of 


power, and while it will not ask for 
the nomination of a Southern man for 
the Presidency it will cast its vote for 
a man 
of undoubted 
integrity 
and 


clear record, 
and will vigorously op- 


pose any such selections 
as was made 


at the Cincinnati Convention, 
ln the 


formation 
of the platform 
too 
the 


South will have a controlling 
voice. 


The cotton States 
unanimously 
desire 


a speedy return to 
a specie 
basis and 


oppose 
a protective 
tariff. 
Their rep- 


resentatives 
will therefore vote for the 


ancient principles 
of the Democracy 


and will undoubtedly 
settle the 
two 


great questions. 


A Theory. 


Judge Nichols who has resided 
in 


Los Angeles-for the past 
twenty-five 


years informs us that at no time with- 
in that period bas he ever seen the wa- 
ter so low as 
now in 
the springs 


which break out along tho West 
base 


of the hills between this city and San- 
ta Monica. 
A number of these springs 


which have heretofore lived the year 
round 
are 
now 
entirely 
dry. 
The 


Judge has a theory by which 
he 
ex- 


plains this phenomena 
aud while 
we 


do not require that all shall accept 
his 


position as correct even if they 
can- 


not disprove it, we think it sufficient- 
lyplausible to afford food for thought. 
The Judge assumes 
that the San 
Fer- 


nando mountains are tbe source of all 
the springs which break out along the 
base of the hills above 
named?that 


from a great 
underground 
reservoir 


in these mountains 
the 
water 
flows 


through 
subterranean 
passages 
be- 


neath the San 
Fernando 
valley 
and 


rises to the surface 
in Los 
Augeles 


valley or in the sides 
of hills which 


fringe it on the North. 
Now he 
ac- 


counts for the decrease 
in the volume 


of water flowing from these springs 
in 


a way which has 
not 
probably 
sug- 


gested itself to any 
one 
else. 
It 
is 


known that an immense 
volume 
of 


water has been tapped in the 
North 


end of the San Fernando railroad 
tun- 


nel. 
The flow is so great 
that 
three 


large steam pumps though kept 
con- 


stantly at work are 
barely 
equal 
to 


the task of keeping 
the 
water from 


the workmen. 
The water thrown out 


by these pumps runs ofTto the North 
and finds its way into the Santa Clara 
valley. 
Judge 
Nichols holds 
that 


this water is so much taken from 
the 


reservoir which feeds our springs 
and 


hence the reduction in the 
volume. 


The North end of tlie tunnel is higher 
than the South 
end 
and 
when 
the 


work is completed 
the water will flow 


Southward but as itcomes out of the 
tunnel on the surface it is ant proba- 
ble that it willagain reach the 
chan- 


nels of which the springs are the out- 
let. 
If the Judge is correct 
the 
San 


Fernando 
tunnel 
has 
permanently 


reduced 
the supply 
of water 
which 


feeds the springs 
along 
the 
base 
of 


the hills between this city and 
Santa 


Monica. 


The Strength 
of our Banks.

loss. 
He may 
feel confident 


that unless some 
universal 
calamity 


overwhelms 
the 
entire 
community, 


the bank willbe kept afloat. 
The two 


leading banks of Eos Angers 
county 


have proportionally stronger 
backing 


even than any bank in 
Francisco. 


Of course 
we do not pretend 
to claim 


that our leading 
citizens

much wealth as do the millionaires of

Science is doing 
a grc.it deal in the 


way ofrobbing 
"Providential 
visita- 


tions," of their terrors. 
.Some two 


hundred or more years ago the plague 
swept the city of London ami claimed 
its victims by the thousand. 
Death 


stalked 
through 
the streets, 
striking 


down the young aud the old, 
the rich 


and 
the poor and 
people 
knelt and 


prayed God 
to remove 
the infection 


that was 
withering life. 
Ignorance 


and religious fanatism 
imbued 
these 


people with the belief that the viola- 
tion of a law of nature ?that 
a disease 


engendered 
by 
filth and 
imperfect 


sewerage?was 
a 
plague 
sent 
upon 


them as a punishment for their sins. 
Mark the result 
of intelligence 
and 


scientific research. 
This same plague 


makes its almost daily appearance 
in 


London during this the latter half of 
the nineteenth century,but it does not 
depopulate whole districts nor are the 
streets filled with people praying God 
to remove 
the 
pestilence. 
It breaks 


out here and there and the number of 
the stricken 
are 
few 
indeed. 
It is 


called Typhoid Fever now,and when a 
case is reported 
tlie doctors take 
the
